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WAR NOTES 


Seeking Complete Control of Vast 

Island. Successful Raids on To- 
* bruk. Nazis Tighten Siege 
Round Gallant Stalingrad 

Major war events of this week in¬ 
clude more complete seizure of island 
of Madagascar; repeated air raids on 
Tobruk; air bombardment of German 
cities by British and Russians; stiif 
resistence of Russia to tightening 
siege on bta.ingrad; Jap movement to¬ 
ward Fort Moresby; heavy losses to 
Jap air bases; Jap fire bombs drop in 
bush on Oregon coast; Nazi sub at¬ 
tacks off Canada, cost Canadian pa¬ 
trol vessel. 

Belief that the Axis forces were 
mtkirg use of Madagascar for bases, 
’.hus tnreatening the route to tne In¬ 
dian ocean, nas brought the British 
into action to complete control of the 
island. The previous hold on tins vast 
island had been confined to a small 
section and little progress was being 
made in winning over island co-opera¬ 
tion, so long as German controlled in¬ 
structions coming from Vichy. The 
new British invasion of the island will 
lurther secure Allied Nations control 
of shipping routes in adjacent waters. 
Tattle serious opposition is encounter¬ 
ed in tne maren to the Island capital, 
and several ports have been capluieu. 
it is an all-Buipire undertaking witn- 
out participation of the fighting 
French. 

Raiding Tobruk

German Cities Bombarded 

Air invasion of Germany is being 
earned on, with blows delivered from 
easi and irom west. Twin blows 011 c 
inousund miles apart are having de¬ 
moralizing effect. Hundreds of planes 
swept over the Axis borders raining 
bombs on Bremen, Dusseldorf, Buch¬ 
arest and the Floesti oilfields of Ru¬ 
mania. V50 ooinbers of K.A.F. and 
R.C.A.F. swept across Dusselorf 
sprean estruction. Thirty planes 
mile to return from the attack. 

b ram bases in Russia came bombers 
to attack Bucharest and Rumanian oil¬ 
fields. Budapest and other points of 
eastern Hungary have been victims of 
Soviet attack. Berlin also was the 
centre of Soviet attention. 

Air attacks on important cities of 
Germany are steadily strengthening. 

Fiercest Battle of War 

The fiercest battle of the war is that 
which has raged for almost a month 
round Stalingrad. The tide of battle 
ebbs and flows, as Russians retreat be¬ 
fore immense hordes of fresh Nazi 
troops, and then summon renewal le- 
sistance. Terrific losses are sustained 
on both sides, but still new Nazi troops 
come on. Hitler has demanded the 
strategic city at any price and has 
prepared to pay any price. The strug¬ 
gle surpasses that of Moscow a year 
ago, when 1,000,000 men on each side 
participated. Conflicting teports come 
from the besieged city, but winter is 
approaching and may take a hand in 
the struggle before it is too late. 

It is believed that Hitler values 
Stalingrad, not for the value of its 
battered state, but because it would be 
invaluable as a pivot for a defensive 
winter line. Weatherproof shelters in 
the Don Volga area must be assured 
if the 1942 gains of the Germans are 
not to be jeopardized during the win¬ 
ter. There is at present no prospect of 
good shelter for the invaders, and 
none of the Nazi gains of 1942 -have 
been consolidated. 

Pacific Activity 

Threats of Japanese troops against 
Port Moresby in New Guinea have 
been held off in fierce hand to hand 
bayonet fighting. Australian troops 
have halted the encroachment but~the 
situation is reported from Australia 
as serious. 

In the meantime successful raids 
are being made on Jap bases, supply 
ships are being raided and in the Solo¬ 
mon Island battle the Americans shot 
down 96 Jap planes with a loss of 8 
pilots. Altogether the enemy has lost 
more than 160 planes since early Aug¬ 
ust in the region of the Solomons. 

Word comes from the Pacific coast 
of a Jap seaplane attempting to set 
Oregon forests afire. Forest fires 
were started by what are believed to 
be Jap incendiary bombs, but were dis¬ 
covered by patrols. This is the first air 
attack on the coast. Previous attacks 
by submarine were made on Southern 
California in February and on Van¬ 
couver Island in June. The plane was 
believed to have operated from a sub¬ 
marine which was later bombed. 

Fighting enemy submarines in de¬ 
fense of a merchant convoy, the Can¬ 
adian patrol vessel Raccoon was lost, 
with 38 men believed to have gone 
down. Four merchant ahipa were lost.

Sept. 30 Cut-off Day 
For Home Canning 

Thk Ruling May Suit the East But 
Unfair to the West 

The Wartime Prices Board announ¬ 
ces that there will be no more sugar 
vouchers for home canning after Sep¬ 
tember 30. This means that all in¬ 
tending to preserve fruit must have 
orders for required sugar in by the 
end of this month. 

It is permksible to purchase a 
month’s ration ahead, instead of the 
two weeks’ supply first announced for 
the coupon book. The first two coup¬ 
ons must carry the individual to Oct. 

5 representing a full month’s supply 
of two pounds at one time. 

Any unused coupons from tempor¬ 
ary ration cards will continue to be 
good. ’ 

Sugar for apples may be had at the 
rate of one pound of sugar to eight of 
apples. 

Only children who were 12 years old 
by June 25th last, can get the tea and 
coffee ration. 

No ration book k valid after the 
death of the holder. 

If a ration book k destroyed or un¬ 
fit for use, one muBt make statutbry 
declaration before receiving a new 
book. When this is issued it will not 
bear a serial number. 

Members of armed forces on leave 
and visitors to Canada may be issued 
temporary ration cards, 
get their tea and coffee supplies by 
drawing against a quota based on the 
number of meals served during the 
previous quarter. Under the old order 

After Oct. 1 all public caterers will 
the quota was 70% of last year’s con¬ 
sumption.

ESTERN cattlemen have set on admirable example 
"in their appreciation of war necessities and the food 
requirements of their fellow Canadians. In order to 
make available a steady supply of beef to the domestic 
market they have recommended that the federal food ad- 
Editor ministration take complete control of cattle export. This 
means that they are prepared to accept a lower price for 
their product in order that the consumer may be assur¬ 
ed of steady supplies at a reasonable figure. 

This regulation is now law, but prior to enactment, 
the plan was proposed and endorsed by a local group of 
cattlemen and by similar other gatherings through Al¬ 
berta. On their own initiative they were ready to ac- ■ 
cept less than they might have demanded, in order that 
society as a whole might benefit. In return they asked 
that full benefit be passed on to the consumer; that the 
prices be regulated according to costs, and that they be 
given a reasonable guarantee against sudden price col¬ 
lapse. 

The action is all the more worthy, because no industry 
in Canada suffered more bitterly under depression than 
the cattle industry. But the natural temptation to re¬ 
coup past losses by taking full advantage of present de¬ 
mand had no part in their considerations. 

This fine spirit might well be widely publicized as an 
example to all elements of Canadian industry. First 
consideration has been given to the needs of a nation at 
war, and bending every effort to meet food needs at 
home and abroad. Individual advantage was secondary. 
Doubtless many other industries are practising the same 
principle, but not all. There are industrial heads and 
labor elements whose first thought is to capitalize on the 
war demand for their.product or their labor. The cru¬ 
cial national needs come second in their thoughts.

Best Methods of 
Pig Management 

(By H. G. L. Strange) 

Recently I was able to visit a num¬ 
ber of prairie farmers. I found that 
many wheat growers, at the earnest 
request of the government, have taken 
up pig production for the first time. 
Many different methods of pig man¬ 
agement were to be seen but some of 
it unquestionably was bad. On some 
farms pigs were born hairless, a good 
percentage of the litters had died and 
the remaining pigs were not doing at 
all well. 

It is obvious that many wheat grow¬ 
ers are not aware of the latest up-to- 
date labour-saving methods of pig 
feeding and management. Those who 
are handling pigs for the first time 
should, therefore, I suggest, make 
special efforts to find out from their 
nearest Experimental Farm or Uni¬ 
versity or Provincial Department of 
Agriculture, or from their District Ag¬ 
ricultural Representative, the methods 
of feeding and management that 
would best suit the nature of their in¬ 
dividual farms and the feed they act¬ 
ually have on hand. 

1 am sure that many young pig»- 
now being lost can be saved, that the 
ounntity of grain now fed can be cut 
down, and that much labour now ex¬ 
tended in hauling food and water by 
hand can be avoided. Sows and litters 
reqqire sunshine and exercise; grow¬ 
ing pigs need sunshine and suitable

Register Women 
Sept. 14 to Sept. 19 


IS FOR 

FLAMINGO 


Compulsory registration of women 
will be conducted from Sept. 14 to 
Sept. 19th. 

The first group to register will be 
the age classes bom between January 
1, 1918 and Dec. 31, 1922, i.e., between 
ages of 20 to 24 inclusive. Inmates of 
hospitals, mental hospitals and mem¬ 
bers of religious institutions need not 
register. One exception in respect to 
registration is made up of women em¬ 
ployed and in possession of Unemploy¬ 
ment Insurance Registration cards 411 
and 413 who are still working for 
wages or salaries and paying unem¬ 
ployment insurance. 

Any women, however, who did reg¬ 
ister for unemployment insurance last 
April and are not now working for 
wages must register again. Women 
who were registered last spring but 
have now left jobs in which they were 
paying unemployment insurance for 
those which are not insurable must 
register again. 

Other groups who must register in¬ 
clude housewives, domestic servants, 
farm workers, women employed in 
hospitals or charitable institutions 
where they are not already registered; 
professional private duty nurses or 
probationers; women employed as 
teachers (including dancing and mus¬ 
ic) who are not already registered; 
women employed as agents on com¬ 
mission; self-employed women oper¬ 
ating their own business. 

Registration will be conducted in 
Employment and Selective Service of¬ 
fices, or if these are not set up, and 
in rural areas, registration will be at 
the nearest post office. 

After this age group has been regis- 
lered, the women most likely prospects 
for work will be called for an inter¬ 
view with a personnel worker of Selec¬ 
tive Service. 

All women will not be placed im¬ 
mediately in some essential work, but 
the registration gives Canada a com¬ 
plete, up-to-date inventory of workers 
available. K
